Hampshire, ss. 


To the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in the 
County of Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, you are hereby required to notify and warn 
the inhabitants of said Town qualified to vote in 
elections and in Town affairs to meet in the Town 
Hall on Monday, the 8th day of February 1960, at 
ten-thirty in the forenoon, then and there act on 
the following articles: 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the 
Town.

The polls will be open at ten-thirty in the fore- 
noon and kept open at least four hours as the 
majority of the votes shall direct, but in no case 
later than eight o’clock in the evening. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds 
in the name of the Town any land owned by the 
Town or act anything thereon. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to defend all suits that may be 
brought against the Town, employing counsel 
when same may be needed or act anything there- 
on. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January Ist, 1960, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 


and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to sell after giving notice 
of sale, in some convenient place in Town, four- 
teen days at least before sale of property taken by 
the Town under tax title procedure provided that 
the Selectmen or whomsoever they may authorize 
to hold such Public Auction, may reject any bids 
which they may deem inadequate or take action 
thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to cooperate with the State 
under the provisions of Chapter 81 of the General 
Laws and to vote to appropriate the sum of sev- 
enty-six hundred twenty-five dollars ($7,625.00) 
the Town’s share of the expense, and to vote to 
appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand seven 
hundred seventy-five dollars ($16,775.00) the 
State’s share of the expense, in anticipation of 
reimbursement under this chapter, the Town and 
State share to be taken from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Fund and the State share to be returned 
to the Excess and Deficiency Fund when received 
or take action thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to cooperate with the 
County of Hampshire and the State of Massachu- 
setts under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts and to vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of six thousand two 
hundred fifty dollars ($6,250.00) the Town’s 
share of the expense and the sum of eighteen 
thousand seven hundred fifty dollars ($18,750.00), 
the State and County’s share of the expense for 
reconstruction of Bay Road, in anticipation of re- 
imbursement under this chapter. The Town share 
to be raised by taxation and the State and County 
shares to be taken from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund, the State and County share to be returned 
to the Excess and Deficiency Fund when received 
or take action thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to cooperate with the 
County of Hampshire and the State of Massachu- 
setts for the maintenance of Chapter 90 roads, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 


Laws of the State of Massachusetts, to appropri- 
ate the Town’s share of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) and the State and County shares of 
four thousand dollars ($4,000.00), in anticipation 
of reimbursement from the County and State 
under the provisions of this chapter, such sums 
to be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund 
and the State and County share to be returned to 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund when received, 
or take action thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
shall be deemed necessary to defray the current 
expenses of the current financial year and to fix 
the salary and compensation of all elected officials 
of the Town as provided by Section 108 of Chap- 
ter 41 of the General Laws as amended: Moder- 
ator; Selectmen; Treasurer; Town Clerk; Tax 
Collector; Assessors; Constables; Board of 
Health; Board of Welfare; and Elector under the 
Oliver Smith Will, or take action thereon. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to in- 
sure the members of the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and the Police and Constables or take action 
thereon. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to con- 
struct a sidewalk from Spruce Hill Road, easterly 
along the North side of Russell Street, to a point 
across from where Mill Valley Road joins Russell 
Street and raise money for this purpose or take 
action thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) to finance a float and promote the 
amenities of the Town or any other participation 
in the Easthampton celebration or take action 
thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) for repairs and painting of the High- 
way garage or take action thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to buy four (4) 
acres of land adjacent to the Town dump or take 
action thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate a sum of money to have some committee 
prepare a booklet, which will contain an account 
of all the events that transpired during the Ter- 
centenary Celebration with pictorial illustrations 
or take action thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote a sum 
of money to clean out the waterhole in Hockanum 
or take action thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to 
amend Section 1 of the Town by-laws, which 
reads as follows: 


Section I: “All warrants for Town meetings 
shall be served by posting attested copies in 
three or more public places in the Town of 
Hadley at least seven days before day of said 
meeting” by adding thereto, ‘and publication 
in the local county newspaper for all special 
meetings three times beginning with the sev- 
enth day before said meeting and ending on the 
day of the meeting.” or take action thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to ex- 
tend the sewer pipe along the ditch on the easterly 
side of the Hopkins athletic field 500 feet or take 
action thereon. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize a school building needs committee consist- 
ing of the School Committee and five additional 
members to be appointed by the Moderator, to de- 
termine needs for additional school building fa- 
cilities to be located in Hadley and to present 
recommended course of action to the town at the 
first practical date, and that a sum of money be 
raised and appropriated for the use of this com- 
mittee or take action thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to purchase a 
new storage safe for the use of the Town Treas- 
urer and Tax Collector or take action thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to de- 
termine that a Housing Authority is needed for 
the provision of housing for families or elderly 
persons of low income, and to provide for the or- 
ganization of such an authority pursuant to Chap- 
ter 121 of the General Laws of Massachusetts as 
amended or act anything thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to es- 
tablish a Development and Industrial Commission 
for the promotion of industrial resources of the 
Town of Hadley pursuant to Section 8A of Chap- 
ter 40 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, and 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money for necessary expenses of this 
Commission or act anything thereon. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to es- 
tablish a Conservation Commission for the pro- 
motion and development of the natural resources 
and for the protection of watershed resources of 
Hadley, and to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for necessary 
expenses of this Commission or act anything 
thereon.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Finance Committee wishes to submit its 
report and recommendations for 1960 fiscal year 
on items 1 through 55 in the regular budget and 
articles | through 23 in the town warrant. These 
figures and remarks are presented for your con- 
sideration and guidance. 


The extreme right column as shown in the reg- 
ular item budget is self-explanatory. 


Articles 1 through 10 and articles 12 and 17; 
we recommend favorable action. 


Article 10: Though both department members 
are insured an official favorable vote and approv- 
al by the town would effect a slightly broader cov- 
erage for personal injuries. Personnel of these 
two departments can not be insured under any 
Workmans’ Compensation Policy. 


Article 11: We recommend that $1,500.00 be 
appropriated and the sidewalk constructed. 


Article 13: We recommend that $1,000.00 be 
appropriated for repairs and painting. 


Article 14: We recommend that $2,800.00 be 
appropriated for this purpose. This sum to be 
taken from available funds. 


Article 15: We believe that at least 1,500 
copies be printed of 90 to 100 pages with not 
more than one third in advertisements. If prop- 
erly managed this publication could be self-pay- 
ing or nearly so. We recommend that $2,800.00 be 
appropriated and that this amount be taken from 
available funds. 


Article 16: Our estimate is $250.00 for this 
job. 


Article 18: We recommend that $1,200.00 be 
appropriated for this project. 


Article 19: The committee suggests that this 
committee, essentially a study group, should be 


authorized and composed without delay. For their 


expenses; $200 should be sufficient. 


Article 20: The safe to be replaced has been in 
use nearly 200 years. It has a key lock. Opening 
and closing is difficult due to excessive hinge 
wear. We feel $400 will be needed. 


Article 21: For the present, we believe a com- 
mittee of three or five, appointed by the Moder- 
ator, should make a study to determine the need 
for public housing. If necessary, a Housing Au- 
thority may be established at a later date. 


Article 22: We recommend that a Development 
and Industrial Commission be established for this 
primary reason: Every possible step and measure 
must be taken or adopted now that we may fore- 
stall an extremely excessive tax rate in the years 
ahead. Tax revenue from homes alone falls far 
behind since children and school costs are the one 
factor which is the direct cause of 90% of all tax 
increases in the past ten years and absolutely 
promises to do so for at least ten years hence or 
longer. To offset this trend, accelerated by the 
extension of water mains, it is imperative that 
some industrial and business properties be estab- 
lished. Creation of this Commission would be a 
step in the right direction since their main task 
would be to persuade, encourage and induce in- 
dustry and business to settle in Hadley. 


For precisely the same reason we recommend 
adoption of zoning regulations. With few excep- 
tions, industry and larger business firms will not 
consider locating in a community that is not 
zoned. 


Article 28: We take no position. 
Present available figures indicate a 4 or 5 dol- 
lar increase in the tax rate for 1960. Expanding 


school costs are the cause for 95% of this in- 
crease.

REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen remained in the same positions 
as in the previous three years, a weekly meeting 
was held on every Tuesday night, and extra meet- 
ings as required. 


The Town started its 300th celebration with 
the Music Festival, and all events after that en- 
joyed fair weather. 


The Selectmen wish to extend the thanks of the 
Town to all those people whose work on commit- 
tees, events and floats made it an event to be 
long remembered. The response by the towns and 
cities in our area to take part on our 300th An- 
niversary parade was very gratifying and insured 
an exceptional parade. This, in a way, makes it 
mandatory for Hadley to take part in coming 
events in the next decade. Easthampton, Ware, 
Hatfield and others are coming up to celebrations 
of their own in the not too distant future. 

The Selectmen are much concerned with the 
Public Works programs which are planned and 
carried out under their direction. 


Chapter 718 
The work on Rocky Hill Road, long delayed, 


OF SELECTMEN 


was very near completed, except for a few drive- 
way entrances, and a seal coat of asphalt on the 
highway, which had 2 penetration coats. This 
work involved the solving of new water problems, 
caused by changing of a woodland area into a 
residential area. The Waskiewicz Bros. coop- 
erated by black topping the driveway into their 
proposed sub-division. This had been a source of 
much bother as the gravel road washed onto our 
highway with every rainfall. A way was found 
to carry off storm water without having it go 
where it was not wanted. The dangerous corner 
was redesigned to have a wider radius. We note 
that most Towns had the same problems we had, 


not quite enough money to pay for what was laid 
out. 


Chapter 81 

Huntington Road was the only new section 
black topped in some years; a section remains to 
be done this coming summer. This should make 
a popular route to Northampton from Amherst, 
no curves, all straight. In the early 1800’s this 
was a stage route from the West towards Boston. 
We think it will be some time if ever, before the 
Conn. River is bridged again here. 

Snew removal and sanding operations have 


been taking a lot of money, and it should not be 
taken from Ch. 81. even though allowable to 
some extent. We are unable to maintain the road 
surface as we used to, for this reason. Our mile- 
age increases, costs go up, and money allottments 
have remained the same. 


Chapter 90 Construction 

This year’s work was done rather late, work 
on Ch. 718 and the 300th anniversary used up a 
lot of time, and the Mass. Dept. of Public works 
delayed sending us our contract. We did not re- 
ceive it until Dec. 16, long after all our work was 
done. We see no valid reason for such a delay and 
it means no money return this year, so that it 
could be used at the next Town meeting. 

The work done on route 47 at the junctions of 
Bay Road and Hockanum Road or what we call 
Lawrence Plain Road is a beautiful job, as you 
may have noticed. Some land taking was neces- 
sary, in which we had the cooperation of the 
County Commissioners, who agreed to stand one 
half of the costs, which were not severe. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 
See Road Superintendent’s report. 
Connecticut River Bank Protection 
A start was made in early summer on the State 
Project for bank Protection of the high bank at 
the south end of Middle St. Many people deserve 
credit for this being done, Rep. Smith, Sen. 
Mahar, varicus Boards of Selectmen, County 
Comm. Podolak. The job was well done as far as 
it went, the supervision of the work by the en- 
gineer in charge was the best since the early 
1900’s. 


Sidewalks 

The Russell St. Sidewalk west of the Hadley 
Pharmacy was improved by cutting back the bank 
and building a retaining wall. This walk is used 
by many. We wish we could say the same of the 
walk on South Middle St. which is ignored by 
most, who prefer to walk in the roadway. 

We have a petition to extend the Russell St. 
sidewalk further east from Spruce Hill road. The 
Kulikowski family agrees to provide an easement 
if this is voted. 


Route 116 
Travel from North Maple Street through to 
Roosevelt Street was started this fall over the new 
bridge and cut off. This is a splendid stretch of 


new work and is the fruition of work started back 
in the early 1940’s by members of the Board, 
when the surveys were first made. This involved 
no expense to the Town. As part of the re-location 
it now seems certain that this work will be com- 
plete in 1960. A check with the engineers say this 
strip cost about $150,000.00—bridge, fill, road 
surface, fencing, etc. 

The impact of the re-location of 116 on the 
Town’s economy is not as yet apparent. The farms 
which lost acreage have had to make many 
changes in their plans for farming, as pasture 
and cherished fields were absorbed into the new 
highway. 


Bridges 

The now obselete bridge on the Old North 
Maple St. curve should be removed. This bridge 
was one of three purchased by the Town in 1899. 
The third one on South Maple St. has been on bor- 
rowed time for a decade, and should be replaced in 
1961, even if money has to be borrowed to do it. 
Take a ride down there and look at it. 


Planning 

The limited zoning outlined in the brochure 
mailed out to you recently is worth studying, as 
this is the result of four years of meetings. In the 
long run, if adopted, it will save the Town a lot of 
grief. The local people are not the ones who need 
supervision as much, as what may happen when 
everything is wide open and new people take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to build in the wrong 
place and then demand to be helped out of their 
predicament. 

The busiest machine in the highway dept. is a 
loader. It is in use every day loading trucks, plow- 
ing snow, minor scraping, light bulldozing. The 
Equipment we have had has been too light and 
the repairs and “break down time” have been 
excessive, as work has been done, with what is 
available to do it with, whether or not that 
machine was designed to do that particular job. 
We do hire a great deal of equipment, in road 
construction work. No question that we can do 
work with owned machines cheaper than we can 
hire it done.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1959. 


Under Chapter 81 


Roads and streets surface treated: Bay Road 
0.75 mile from junction Amherst ‘iiown line 
westerly for 0.40 mile. East Street 0.25 mile from 
junction Route 9 northerly for 0.65 mile. Comins 
Road junction Sunderland Road easterly for 1.0 
mile. Newton Lane junction Middle Street easter- 
ly for 0.40 mile. Cross Path junction Route 9 
northerly for 0.30 mile. Goffe Street junction 
Railroad Street southerly for 0.10 mile. Mt. 
Warner Road junction North Maple Street 
westerly for 0.95 mile. 

Maintenance and Improvements: Huntington 
Road at the junction of Breckenridge Road 
easterly for 0.50 mile was widened and hard sur- 
taced. Two catch basins were constructed. West 
Street East an open ditch was eliminated with 
twelve-inch pipe and two catch basins. East 
Street junction Maple Avenue southerly surface 
drainage was constructed with twelve-inch pipe 
and two catch basins. Goffe Street junction 
Route 9 northerly two catch basins were con- 
structed on the east side of the road and piped to 
Russell Street. East Street one catch basin was 
constructed on the south side of Mrs. Josephine 
lViatuszko’s driveway. 

General maintenance work was accomplished 
on all roads and streets by scraping, graveling, 
patching, cutting brush, sweeping, and cleaning 
out ditches and catch basins. 


Under Chapter 718 


Rocky Hill Road junction Breckenridge Road 
east for 14 mile was widened, hard surfaced, and 
part of the road relocated and drainage improved. 


Under Chapter 90 Construction 


Beginning at the south side of Fort River 
Bridge on Bay Road southerly 2,533 feet of road 
was reconstructed and sections of this road were 
relocated. Twelve inches of gravel base was used 
to widen the road to thirty feet. Bituminous Con- 
crete Type I-1 was laid 21% inches thick and thirty 
feet wide. Nine catch basins were constructed 
and twelve reconstructed. Over 4,000 feet of 
Bituminous Berm was constructed. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance and Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance Special 


On the Sunderland Road 500 feet south of 
Stockwell Road the existing culvert was replaced 
with a culvert 30 inches x 46 feet. One hundred 
feet of 8 inch Helcor Pipe and one drop inlet were 
installed and connected to the existing basin on 
the north side of Mr. Eugene Hoynoski’s property. 
Also 160 feet of 10 inch Helcor pipe and one catch 
basin were installed and connected to the existing 
basin on the east side of the road in front of Mr. 
Karl Konieczny’s residence. Sixty feet of 6 inch 
Helcor pipe and one drop inlet were constructed 
and connected to the catch basin on the south side 
of Mr. Anthony Tudryn’s property. A washout on 
Mr. William Dwyer’s property was corrected us- 
ing 100 feet of 15 inch pipe and 1,500 cubic yards 
of fill. Fill for the washout was taken from Shat- 
tuck Road which in turn widened this road. 

Considerable work was done through mainten- 
ance, guard rails, drainage, patching and surface 
treatment on parts of Route 47. 

Part of the money was used in construction of 
Chapter 90 roads. 


Sidewalks 


The Russell Street sidewalk was etxended in 
jront of Mrs. Katherine Gansis’ resicence and a 
retaining wall was constructed. On North Middle 
Street a sidewalk was constructed with a six-inch 
gravel base from the junction of Newton Lane 
northerly to Mr. Mac Gress’ driveway. 

Sidewalks throughout the Town were main- 
tained by patching, sweeping, snow-plowing and 
sanding. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Board 
of Selectmen, the State Supervisors, the highway 
workmen, and the townspeople of Hadley for 
their cooperation.

The year 1959 was a year to be remembered in 
the annals of history in the Town of Hadley. It 
was our ‘“‘Tercentenary” and in conjunction with 
our celebration the Fire Department had its share 
of the festivities. A firefighters’ ‘Muster’ was 
held on July 26th on the Town Common as an 
“Opener” for the week long commemoration of 
our 300th birthday. With temperatures in the 
80’s and plenty of sunshine an estimated 5,000 
viewed the parade and muster. A total of 21 de- 
partments competed for honors on this memor- 
able afternoon. Many thanks are to be extended 
to the men who made this, our Tercentenary Mus- 
ter, the success that it was. 

The tanker that was put into service in the fall 
of 1958 was used to great advantage. On occa- 
sions where time was all important the Tanker 
was ready with a supply of water that helped ex- 
tinguish a blaze that could have been a serious 
one if it wasn’t first controlled with water carried 
by the Tanker. 


Mutual Aid: The giving and receiving of assis- 
tance without monetary compensation; such was 
the case on many occasions during the past year. 
The spring of 1959 was a busy one with grass 
fires heading the list of calls. One such call led to 
the destruction of a two story dwelling and Mutu- 
al Aid from the neighboring City of Northamp- 
ton and the Town of Amherst was utilized. Trucks 
from the Northampton station took over at the 
fire house and took care of the alarms that came 
in while our trucks and men were tied up fighting 
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a house fire along with firefighters from Amherst 
who had responded to a Mutual Aid call. We in 
turn returned the favor to both communities when 
calls for Mutual Aid runs were requested. 


New Hquipment: A radio was purchased and 
installed in the Tank truck bringing the total of 
two-way communications to three sets. With these 
radios each truck is in constant touch with each 
other as well as with the Base Station located at 
central Fire Headquarters at the Greenfield Sta- 
tion. 


A rotary beacon flasher was installed on the 
cab of the Tanker to provide a warning signal to 
motorists that an emergency vehicle is approach- 
ing. 


Through the efforts of the American Legion 
Auxiliary, Unit 271 Old Hadley American Legion, 
a smoke ejector was presented to the Fire Depart- 
ment. This piece of equipment was put to good 
use on more than one occasion when it was neces- 
sary to clear a home that had been filled with 
smoke. 


A new siren of larger capacity and horsepower 
was installed on the cupola of the Fire Station. 
With this installation it was necessary to change 
the wire service to accommodate the greater load. 
It is my belief that now the sounds of the fire siren 
will be more audible over a larger area in town 
than the previous old one was. 


Heating System: The new heating system that 
money was appropriated for last year has been 
installed and is functioning properly, making a 
great improvement in the comfort and protection 
cf men and equipment at the fire house. 


Course in Fire Fighting: A group of 34 men 
took a course in fire fighting during the year. This 
course was conducted by Deputy Chief Tetrault 
of the Greenfield Fire Department. Each man 
upon completion of the course received a certifi- 
cate from the State Fire Marshal’s office. 


Flag Pole Erected: One of the first 49 star flags 
in the county was unfurled on the 4th of July and 
raised on a newly erected flag pole, a project 
sponsored by the Hadley Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association. The flag was presented to the Town 
of Hadley when the Northampton Lodge of Elks 
presented it to Selectman Edward Wanczyk dur- 
ing Flag Day ceremonies held in Hadley on Flag 
Day. 


Fire House Decorated: For the second year in 
a row the Hadley Volunteer Firemen’s Association 
has erected a set of colorful lights on the fire sta- 
tion giving a touch of the holiday spirit to the 
fire house. 


Inspection of Extinguishers: The annual in- 
spection of fire extinguishers in the schools was 
made and for all those that needed a “recharge” 
proper action was taken. 


Fire Permits Issued: The number of open air 
fire permits issued for the year 1959 totaled 50. 


FIRE CHIEF AND 


Oil Burner Permits and Inspections: Permits 
for the use and storage of fuel oil totaled 30. Oil 
burner installations inspected, 30. 


Bottled Gas Permits: Total, 21. 

In closing my report, I want to thank all the 
men who have cooperated in the task of fighting 
fires when alarms were sounded and for the ex- 
cellent turnout whenever needed.

The following is the report of the Board of 
Registrars of Voters for the year 1959. 

At the beginning of the year 1959, the number 
of voters was fourteen hundred eighty-eight. The 
present number of voters is fifteen hundred three. 

During the year 1959, fifty-six names were 
added to the voters’ list and forty-one were re- 
moved. 

In concluding the canvass for the year 1959, 
the Registrars listed nine hundred forty males 
and nine hundred sixty-two females twenty years 
of age or over as residing in the Town. 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
February 9, 1959 


The Moderator Edwin M. Pololak called the 
meeting to order at 10:30 A.M. 

The call for the annual town meeting and the 
constable’s return were read by Amelia Pekala, 
Temporary Town Clerk. 

Article 1. The polls were open for the election 
of officers. 

Article 2. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell land owned by the Town. 

Article 3. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
defend suits brought against town. 

Article 4. Voted to authorize Town Treasur- 
er, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell land taken by town under tax title procedure. 

Article 6. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
cooperate with the State under the provisions of 
Chapter 81 to appropriate the sum of seventy- 
six hundred twenty-five dollars the Town’s share 
of the expense and to appropriate the sum of six- 
teen thousand seven hundred seventy-five dollars 
the State’s share of the expense. 

Article 7. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
State of Massachusetts under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 to raise and appropriate the sum of 
five thousand dollars the Town’s share of the ex- 
pense and the sum of seventeen thousand dollars 
the State and County’s share for the reconstruc- 
tion of portions of Route 47. 

Article 8. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
State of Massachusetts for the maintenance of 
Chapter 90 roads to appropriate the sum of one 
thousand eight hundred dollars the Town’s share 
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of the expense and the State and County shares 
of thirty-six hundred dollars. 

Article 9. Voted to raise sums of money to de- 
fray current expenses and to fix salaries and com- 
pensation of all elected officials of the Town. 

Article 10. Voted to appropriate the sum of 
five thousand dollars for the use of the 300th 
Anniversary Committee. 

Article 11. Voted to appropriate two hundred 
dollars for painting and repairing fences at the 
North Hadley and Old Hadley cemeteries. 

Article 12. Voted to appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars to construct a sidewalk west of 
the Hadley Pharmacy in front of the Sebastian 
Gansis Est. property on Russell Street. 

Article 18. Voted to appropriate five hundred 
dollars to enlarge the Town Clerk, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector office. 

Article 14. Voted to appropriate three hundred 
dollars to install street lights from the Patrick 
Kelleher property to the junction of Huntington 
Road. 

Article 15. This article was tabled. 

Article 16. Voted to appropriate the sum of 
twenty-one hundred forty-six dollars to purchase 
a sand hopper body for Highway Department. 

Article 17. Voted to appropriate the sum of 
sixty-three hundred dollars for the purpose of 
renovating and equipping the second floor of the 
Russell School. 

Article 18. Voted to appropriate the sum of 
three hundred dollars for land damages on French 
Street. 

Article 19. Moderator to appoint a Selectman, 
Assessor, a member of the Planning Board and 
Town Attorney as a committee to investigate the 
designation by the State of the portion of new 
State Highway 116 as limited access, and to con- 
fer with State authorities. One hundred fifty dol- 
lars appropriated for expenses. 

Article 20. Voted to amend by-law adopted on 
February 13, 1956 entitled Proposed By-Law To 
Regulate the Removal of Soil, Loam, or Gravel In 
The Town by striking out the words ‘Board of 
Selectmen” and inserting the words “Planning 
Board” in regard to obtaining permit for such 
removal. 

Article 21. Voted to accept Section 103A of 
Chapter 54 of the General Laws pertaining to ab- 
sent voters at regular town elections. 

Article 22. Voted down to hold meeting in two 
sessions. 


Article 23. Voted to release to Mr. Paul Zuzgo 


and Mr. Joseph Kuzmeski all rights and privileges 
granted to the Town by them when water holes 
for fire protection were constructed. 

Article 24. This article for the purpose of con- 
structing fire station in North Hadley was laid 
on table. 

Article 25. Voted to appropriate the sum of 
twelve hundred fifty dollars to replace heating 
unit at the West Street Fire Station.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This year has been a memorable one, not only 
for its great Tercentennial Celebration, but for 
the Public Health of our Town through diligent 
services rendered by the ever-progressing Public 
Health Committee together with the Public Health 
Nurse, Mrs. Helen Vanasse and attending physi- 
cian Dr. Maurice T. Kennedy. 


A new record high total of eight clinics had 
been sponsored and manned by the Committee in- 
cluding three Tri-antigen, four Polio and one Well 
Child clinic, along with numerous other services 
such as First Aid Stations at the Musical Festival 
and Tercentennial Celebrations, loan closet serv- 
ices and well planned Public Health School pro- 
gram. 


The loan closet has been supplied with a very 
much appreciated new wheel chair by the Lions’ 
Club of Hadley and a good used one was also do- 
nated. The demand for loan closet articles is grad- 
ually increasing, favoring such items as wheel 
chairs, crutches, commodes and hospital beds. 


Mrs. Helen Vanasse, Public Health Nurse, re- 
ports a total of 506 calls, 403 of which were house 
calls and 103 telephone consultations. A total of 
406 students received Tri-Antigen inoculations 
and an average of 169 polio inoculations had been 
administered. 


Under no charge calls can be listed a total of 
176 cases including 21 advisory or educational, 
46 appraisal of home visits and 109 follow-up of 
clinic and school children. There were 47 injec- 
tions, 40 dressings changed and 46 medical chron- 
ic cases plus 12 medical acute cases visited. An 
average of 40 enemas were given. 


Communicable and other diseases were listed 
as follows—47 measles, 1 German measles, 2 im- 
petigo, 2 chicken pox, 4 rheumatic heart cases and 
1 scarlet fever. 


The fees collected were $74.50 and the overall 
mileage fee came to $79.47. The rate per mile 
was increased to 10¢ per mile by the Committee 
in July. 


There were 6 Orthopedic trips—4 to Greenfield 
and 2 to Springfield, along with follow-up clinic 
for 4 Cerebral Palsy patients, 2 speech therapy 
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and 2 sclerosis patients. Mrs. Vanasse’s services 
are very much in demand and she continues to 
give unstintingly of her time. 


Sincere gratitude is extended to all the Com- 
mittee members and to the helpful interested cit- 
izens who contributed their time and effort along 
with the services of Dr. Kennedy and Mrs. Van- 
asse for a most successful year in promoting and 
maintaining the Town’s health program.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Board of Health, for a period before 1915, 
was an independent group, at the 1915 meeting it 
was returned to the Board of Selectmen. It is the 
opinion of the Chairman that the Town would be 
better served if these duties were again assigned 
to a separate Board, this is not the consensus of 
all members of the Board. 


The Board has the power to appoint various 
persons to carry out the work of the Department. 
The Public Health Nursing Committee, which is 
under the partial supervision of the Board, has 
been most successful; all those on the active com- 
mittee have given their time and effort without 
stint. We are fortunate to have so many interested 
persons who are graduate nurses and now are 
bringing up families of their own as their main 
duty, but yet take time to give the nursing pro- 
gram a lift, when needed. 


There have been quite a few complaints con- 
cerning bad odors in many cases emanating from 
privies which receive no care at all. Eventually 
there should be a by-law, requiring landlords to 
furnish flush toilets in rented tenements. Now 
that water mains are present in nearly all inhab- 
ited streets there is no excuse for lack of available 
water. We have some tenement owners who cher- 
ish the ways of the early Republic.

The Board has taken advantage of the availa- 
bility of the District Health office at the U. of M. 
in Amherst. The chairman has attended several 
conferences, that led to the organization of the 
Associated Board of Health of Hampshire County, 
at present a member of the Executive Committee. 


We hope that out of the Hampshire County 
organization, there may be Some Health Union 
whereby, sanitary inspections and supervision of 
nuisances may be available to Towns. 


When the Town eventually adopts a sanitary 
code and has personnel who are capable of enforc- 
ing it, the work will be done more efficiently. 


We almost had this when in a health union 
with Amherst, but then the turnover of the in- 
spector was so rapid that no sooner did some one 
learn the way about Town, when they left for a 
better position. 


The Public Health Committee on Nursing has 
been recipient of many gifts for use in their work, 
and the promise of more. This is further proof 
that in this area we actually are fulfilling a defin- 
ite need. This will no doubt be covered in their 
report so we will not comment further on this.

During the year the planning board has been 
working on a suitable Zoning By-Law that would 
fit the needs of our growing community.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Citizens of Hadley: 


Your school committee has taken a number of 
steps to maintain and improve the educational fa- 
cilities and quality of instruction in Hadley at 
the lowest cost. 

One of the first steps taken was the establish- 
ment of a salary schedule for the teachers. This 
has already done much to improve teacher mor- 
ale. However, insufficient funds were appropriated 
last year to raise our teacher salaries in line with 


those offered by surrounding schools. In fact the 
average full time regular teacher (excluding prin- 
cipals) in Hadley was $4,192 this past year com- 
pared to an average of $4,600 for schools of the 
same size throughout the state. The quality of our 
future teachers in Hadley is dependent greatly 
upon our ability to be at least on the same salary 
level as other schools of our size in the surround- 
ing area. 

Inasmuch as the State minimum salary has 
been raised by the Legislature to $4,000 effective 
September 1, 1960, we will have to increase sal- 
aries proportionally as will other towns. Thus, we 
are not proposing this year to make up the full 
difference but we need to substantially, otherwise, 
we will not attract the best qualified candidates. 

Beginning September 1, 1959, Mr. Joseph Zalot 
was appointed full time supervising principal of 
Hopkins Academy with the responsibility of 
guidance director. 

On September 30, we received notice of Super- 
intendent Bruce E. Bradford’s resignation effec- 
tive November 1, 1959. After an intensive search 
for qualified candidates we were fortunate in hir- 
ing Mr. H. L. Mushroe, Union Superintendent of 
Schools for the towns of Truro and Provincetown. 
Mr. Mushroe began his duties on December 1, 
1959: 

School costs for the year were held within the 
appropriation in spite of rising costs and unex- 
pected expenditures. Two special steps taken to 
reduce costs were: (1) awarding contracts for 
fuel and school supplies to the lowest bidder and 
(2) keeping the buses in the school yard from 
April 1 to November 15. 

Federal and State financial assistance to our 
school system makes the actual direct cost of the 
Hadley School System to the taxpayers of the 
town considerably less (approximately $52,000 in 
1959) than the total school expenditure. (For de- 
tails see School Budget.) This year a new source 
of Federal Funds has been obtained for the first 
time by the Hadley School System qualifying for 
support under the new National Defense Educa- 
tional Act Title III Public Law 864. These funds 
are to be used to bolster our educational program 
through the purchase of equipment. A modest 
start has been made with a grant of $1,100 for 
1959 which will be received in 1960. This aid calls 
for matching funds which we have secured by us- 
ing the funds granted by the Federal Government 
under Public Law 874. This law provides reim- 
bursement to towns for education of children 
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whose parents are employed on Federal pro- 
perties. 

Some repairs have been made on the roof of 
Hopkins Academy. Persistent efforts were finally 
successful in getting the roofer, John C. Fisher, 
to complete the recaulking around the flashing at 
no cost to the town. Drains were placed in the 
proper places on the roof of the boiler room at 
Hopkins. This expense was not covered by the 
bond and so was taken from the $1,000 appropri- 
ation by the town for the repairing of the roof. 

As provided in Article 17 passed by the Febru- 
ary 1959 annual town meeting, the second floor 
of Russell School was renovated and three class- 
rooms made out of two. Also new furniture was 
provided for two of the rooms. 

The 1960 school budget, printed elsewhere in 
this report, is higher than last year. The major 
items contributing to this increase are: 

1. Provision for the hiring of three additional 
teachers in September 1960. Two in the elemen- 
tary grades and one in the high school. 

2. Salary increases have been allowed for per- 
sonnel. 

3. Increased transportation cost (most of this 
expense is returned by the state). 

4. Purchase of new furniture—new desks for 
two additional classrooms and replacement of the 
oldest—estimated $1800. 

5. Construction of two additional exits in the 
basement of Hooker School. Estimated cost $1,760. 
One exit is most urgently needed to provide for 
the safety of the children in the southwest small 
basement corner room which now uses a window 
for an exit. The other exit needs to be made in the 
cafeteria near the kindergarten room. 

Of tremendous importance to the future of 
Hadley is how can we best provide the needed 
physical plant for our expanding school popula- 
tion. Two meetings were held to acquaint towns- 
people with the need for additional classrooms 
(possibly one in 1960, one or more in 1961, and 
so on). These needs are not counting two addi- 
tional classrooms which might be needed if the 
temporary permit to use the two substandard 
basement rooms were revoked. Further there are 
other building problems. The cafeteria is operat- 
ing at full capacity. Our multi-use gymnasium 
falls short of meeting the demands of our school 
system in providing adequate facilities for our 
physical training program, sports for all school 
groups, and an auditorium to accommodate the 
entire student body or audiences at graduation, 


some basketball games, concerts, plays and other 
large functions. Further, the danger of fire from 
the wooden structure when there are capacity 
audiences deserves serious consideration. To meet 
this situation the voters will be asked to vote on 
the following article which appears in the Town 
Warrant: 

“To see if the Town will vote to authorize a 
school building needs committee, consisting of the 
School Committee and five additional members 
to be appointed by the Moderator, to determine 
needs for additional school building facilities to 
be located in Hadley and to present recommended 
course of action to the town at the first practical 
date, and that a sum of money be raised and ap- 
propriated for the use of this committee or take 
action thereon.” 

We wish to thank all who have cooperated with 
the School Committee so willingly to help improve 
Hadley Schools. Specifically we express our ap- 
preciation to the Trustees of Hopkins Academy 
for their generous support in particular for their 
gift of books to the Hopkins Academy Library 
amounting to $1000 for each of three years, the 
Selectmen for their interest in the schools, Mr. 
Zatyrka and the Highway Department for help- 
ing to make land improvements around the 
school grounds and the Mothers’ Club for their 
assistance in taking the pre-school survey for us.

Comparison of Enrollment Figures 


Below is a bar graph showing the enrollment of 
the upper four classes housed in the Hopkins 
Building. The figures are given in the five year 
intervals with the 1964 figures taken from present 
enrollments in grades four through seven. Past 
records indicate that the number of transfers into 
the school exceed those of the drop-outs so that 
these figures can safely be considered minimum 
figures for 1964, the Tercentenary year of the 
school. 
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While the past ten years showed an increase in 
enrollment, the next five years will show an even 
greater increase. This year 305 students are in 
the building with 180 in the high school and 125 
in the junior high. With the junior high housed 
in the building, by 1964, with present enrollments 
(that is, not counting transfers) 396 students will 
be in the building designed for 300. 

The junior high now occupies four rooms on 
the second floor of the building. When the pres- 
ent third grade with its three divisions reaches 
the seventh grade, one clasroom will have to be 
taken from the high school to be used by the 
junior high. With classroom space at a premium 
now and increased enrollments to contend with, 
having an extra room available for the junior 
high will be virtually impossible. The only alter- 
native will be double sessions. 

Along with additional classroom space, a need 
for better gymnasium facilities, auditorium space 
(other than gymnasium space) and cafeteria fa- 
cilities for the building is obvious. As the enroll- 
ment increases, the present facilities become 
more inadequate. 

It is easy to see that steps must be taken in the 
very near future to have the junior high housed 
in a different building. It is encouraging to know 
that the School Committee is acting to meet this 
building need. I only hope a building will be ready 
for occupancy by September 1963, the critical 
year as far as the Hopkins Academy Building is 
concerned. 
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Changes In Curriculum 


Several changes in the curriculum were made 
this year to enable us to better meet the needs of 
the students. Revisions in the curriculum are ne- 
cessary in order to constantly improve the educa- 
tional opportunities offered at Hopkins. These 
changes were made not only in the college pre- 
paratory area but in the Commercial and General 
subject areas as well. The changes were as fol- 
lows: 

1. A Music Appreciation and Theory Class was 
added to enable students to better understand and 
appreciate music. This class composed and ar- 
ranged a number that was performed by the com- 
bined choirs during the Christmas Concert. 

2. A World History class for Sophomore non- 
college students was added to provide these stu- 
dents with an opportunity to better understand 
our Historical Heritage and thus better under- 
stand world problems. 

3. The Junior and Senior English Classes were 
divided into the College, Commercial and General 
Groups. This division allows each group to better 
learn the skills needed for the future. 

4. In Math, the Algebra II—Geometry sequence 
was changed so that students will now have Ge- 
ometry in the Sophomore year and Algebra II in 
the Junior year. This was done to allow for a 
year’s maturity before attempting the more dif- 
ficult Algebra II and to eliminate the year’s gap 
between Algebra II and Senior Math. This also al- 
lows more students to fulfill the requirement of 
most training institutions as well as colleges that 
demand one year of each subject. This change in 
sequence accounts for the fact that no Algebra II 
is being offered this year. 

5. As the Algebra I]-Geometry sequence was 
changed, so was the Physics-Chemistry sequence. 
In order for us to be able to offer Chemistry in 
the Junior year and Physics in the Senior year, 
Chemistry is being offered to both Juniors and 
Seniors this year. 


Trustees’ Gift To The School 


The Board of Trustees of Hopkins Academy, 
acting on a request for a gift of $1,000 for the 
school library, established the Ernest S. Russell 
Memorial Fund in memory of Mr. Ernest 8S. Rus- 
sell who served on the Board for 36 years, 20 of 
them as Chairman. This fund of $1,000 a year for 
the next three years will enable us to build up our 
library into one of the best high school libraries 
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in the area. The faculty and students are ex- 
tremely grateful for this gift. 


Extra-Curricular Activities 


Athletics and music are the two most popular 
extra-curricular activities offered by the school. 
Athletically, while most teams were not too suc- 
cessful in 1959, the soccer team was runner-up in 
the Hampshire League. The Athletic program is 
being expanded, particularly in the junior high 
so that the hopes for the future are brighter. 
Musically, due to the 300th anniversary of the 
town, the Hopkins Academy Band was called upon 
very often during the past year. Each perform- 
ance was of stellar quality and the young people 
together with their Director deserve the highest 
commendation. The highlight of the musical year 
was the Music Festival held in May. This event 
brought over 5,000 student musicians to Hadley. 

Other extra-curricular activities of the past 
year were Tercentenary orientated. The school 
play (That replaced the senior play for this one 
year) “Our Town” by Thornton Wilder was one 
example of this as was the 1959 edition of the 
Hopkins Arms.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


Because I have been in Hadley for only a short 
time, it may appear to be premature on my part 
to make definite recommendations. But, there are 
two matters which are apparent from only a brief 
observation, namely, the need for better salaries 
for teachers and the need for additional physical 
facilities about which I wish to comment. If a 
good salary schedule will result in the securement 
and retention of competent teachers, and this 
should be automatic, then these two matters are 
the two essentials of any school system—a com- 
petent staff to carry on a good instructional pro- 
gram and the necessary physical facilities in 
which to accomplish this. 


Salaries for Teachers 


The average salary of teachers in the state, not 
including principals and supervisors, is about 
$5250 as of October 1959. The average salary of 
the Hadley staff, including principals and super- 
visors, is $4254, almost a thousand dollars less. 
For a more equitable comparison, we should con- 
sider the salaries of towns of comparable size, al- 
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though salaries of surrounding towns, whether 
large or small, should also be considered. If we 
compare the local average with that of towns 
under 5,000 population with high schools, of which 
there are 63 in the state, we find that it is four 
hundred dollars less. Therefore, it is readily ap- 
parent that we are at a disadvantage in securing 
competent teachers. 

Not only is it essential to secure competent 
teachers, but it is most essential to be able to re- 
tain them in the system. No system can have an 
effective instructional program with a high rate 
of turn-over of the staff every year. 

Now, the children of Hadley are just as deserv- 
ing of good teaching as children of any other 
community. I am sure that the parents provide as 
good homes, good food, and good clothing as the 
children of other communities have. I am con- 
fident that the parents want as good an education 
for their children as is provided for children of 
other communities. Good homes, good food, and 
good clothing cost money. Likewise, a good edu- 
cational system will cost money. 

Need of Physical Facilities 

It is apparent from the present school enroll- 
ment figures that we will need additional school 
facilities in the very near future. It appears that 
the present elementary facilities will take care of 


all pupils in grades 1-6 for only one more year 
with the use of two so-called substandard rooms. 

When the new Hopkins Academy building was 
planned, it was estimated that the enrollment in 
grades 7-12 for the current school year would be 
247. We actually have 305 enrolled at the present 
time. Based on the number of pupils in the 5th 
and 6th grades at the present time, in two years 
there will be about 80 more than was estimated 
for that year. Thus, there will be a need for ad- 
ditional facilities in the secondary level in about 
three or four years. The over-all increase in all 


grades, K-12, has been more than would be in- 
dicated by the number of registered births. From 
1954 to 1959 there has been an increase of 188 
pupils, which is an increase of about 32% in five 
years. Therefore, it appears that some of this 
increase is due to new families moving into town. 

The following table shows the comparative en- 
rollments, with the corresponding birth figures, 
for the past six years. These figures are as of 
October 1 of each year. The small numbers indi- 
cate the number of rooms in each grade.

If the present trend of increased enrollment in 
the first grade continues, we will need an addi- 
tional room each year until three rooms are avail- 
able for each grade, making a total of 18 rooms 
for grades 1-6. 

When the grades, consisting of three divisions, 
reach the Academy, which presently houses grades 
7-12 and is operating almost up to capacity now, 
additional rooms on the secondary level will be 
needed. 

The two substandard classrooms referred to 
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ment, there is a limit to the number of students 
from the other schools who will be able to use this 
cafeteria based upon the capacity of the Hooker 
School as permitted by the Department of Public 
Safety. 

I believe that the goal of education is to mo- 
tivate each child to seek the education he needs to 
develop his maximum productiveness and to pro- 
vide a school system that will make that education 
available to him. Someone has pointed out that a 
pig of iron is worth $5.00; if it is made into horse- 
shoes, it is worth $10.50; if it has been refined 
and tempered and shaped into needles, it is worth 
$3,500; but if it has been fashioned into balance 


springs for watches, it is worth $25,000. Of course 
it costs more to produce the balance springs, but 
the value of the product is proportionately great- 
er. This is similarly true of an individual. His 
value, not only to himself but to society, increases 
when he is given good surroundings, good train- 
ing, and a challenge to his ability. 

No one will disagree with the statement that 
good education depends primarily on the teacher, 
but we still must provide suitable school facilities. 
Total efficiency of industry also depends pri- 
marily on personnel, but this has not done away 
with new plant development. Actually, modern 
school facilities become a tool of education just as 
does a suitable building for a given industry. 

Therefore, I would recommend that serious 
consideration be given to the following: 

I Additional facilities available in the very 
near future. 

II Long-range planning for a building pro- 
gram. 


III Need of additional facilities on both levels, 
elementary and secondary. 
IV Elimination of substandard areas. 


Financing of Education 


Public education is the most important single 
function of a community. If a community’s edu- 
cational standards are low, the schools will pro- 
vide only a mediocre level of education. On the 
other hand, if the educational standards of the 
community are high, the community will meet 
them. 

The problems of providing good public educa- 
tion is, to a large etxent, financial. One of our 
ablest and most effective leaders at the county- 
wide level, Dr. James Conant, states that we 
should be spending $8,000,000,000 more per year 
than we are now spending on our public schools. 
To do this we will have to have more state and 
federal financial support, for even today, at the 
present level of expenditure, we are beginning to 
see the inequity and inadequancy of the property 
tax as the basic revenue source for schools. We 
will have to abandon the long held view that, in 
order to maintain local control of education, we 
must avoid federal financial support. We are so 
irrevocably committed to local control of public 
education, there will probably be a difficult time 
ahead reconciling the need for more money with 
the fear that federal contribution will cost us lo- 
cal control. But until this reconcilation comes 
about, no community can afford not to provide the 


necessary funds for a good educational program. 
We must always keep in mind that the schools 
belong to the community ; the community pays for 
them; and it is the community’s children, the 
community’s greatest natural resource, who are 
educated in them.

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members 
of the School Committee: 
I respectfully submit the report of the school 
health program for the school year 1958-59. 
The Massachusetts program in vision and hear- 
ing is carried on through the Vision and Hearing 
Section of the Division of Maternal and Child » 
Health by Dr. Phil Johnston and James Gentile. 
This testing is done by your school nurse who is 
specially trained for mass testing. 
Following is a summarized report on our Vision 
Conservation Program activities for the school 
year 1958-59: 
1. Total number of children tested via the 
Mass. Vision tests was 713. 

2. The grades tested were 1 through 12. 

3. The total number of children who failed the 
Mass. Vision Test on Retest—89. 

All the children who failed the Mass. Vision test 
were seen by an eye specialist, and were accepted 
as correct referrals. 

The Lions Club presented the school with the 
Mass. Vision Testing Kit in 1954. This is a health 
program screening test for children from kinder- 
garten to college. It is based on tried and familiar 
technique used by the eye specialists. It is rec- 
ognized and approved by the Council on Physical 
Medicine of the American Medical Association. 
The program has since then increased from 260 
students tested in 1954 with eleven (11) failures 
to 713 students tested with 89 failures. Again this 
year the Lions Club of Hadley has given financial 
assistance in four eye examinations and four new 
pair of glasses. 

Hearing loss in the early stages rarely is no- 
ticed by parents and teachers or the child himself. 


Early detection by Puretone testing, which uti- 
lizes a costly electronic instrument, and treatment 
of beginning hearing defects are necessary to pre- 
vent serious hearing impairments which often 
result in permanent economic and social handi- 
caps. Due to our inability to borrovy an audio- 
meter from the State Department until May of 
1959, our hearing program was not a success. 

Dental carries, or tooth decay, is so wide spread 
that it is recognized as one of the major health 
problems of our school children. It will always be 
necessary for individuals to develop a sense of 
responsibility for good nutrition, proper care of 
teeth, and other good personal habits which af- 
fect dental health. A considerable number of prob- 
lems in orthodontics could be eliminated entirely 
or reduced in severity if the principles of preven- 
tive orthodontics were better understood and 
more widely practiced. 


Summary of Dental Inspections—February 1958 


Grades 1 through 12 were examined 
Certificates of dental work completed—175 

Many students had appointments for the sum- 
mer months, and others were under treatment. 
This is very encouraging as we had a good per- 
centage receiving their dental certificates. This 
year the dental clinic is being held in the school. 
Th Salvation Army paid for dental care received 
by four students. 

The Tuberculin Testing Program will be held 
in May. Mantoux tests are given to Juniors and 
Seniors. A source case study of positive reactors 
is done, and they are X-rayed. 

A marked reduction in the incidence and death 
rate from communicable diseases has been noted 
in the past years. This decline is due to use of 
antibiotics, improved control of infectious dis- 
eases, and better child care may have contributed 
to their decline. 

The following communicable diseases were re- 
ported to this office: 


German Measles 10 
Measles a 
Mumps 2 
Chicken pox 3 
Scarlet fever i 


Since the introduction of the Salk polio vaccine 
on April 21, 1955, enough evidence has now ac- 
cumulated to demonstate its effectiveness. We are 
well on the way toward winning the battle against 
paralytic polio. It is essential that the fight 
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against public apathy continue until the disease 
is effectively under control. Three (3) polio clinics 
were held this school year with over 436 students 
receiving their innoculations. 

The Diphtheria Clincs were held on April 2, 
April 30, and May 28. More than 400 children re- 
ceived the triple antigen injections. 

The School Music Festival was held in Hadley 
in conjunction with the Tercentenary celebration 
in May. Thirty-one (81) students reported for 
first aid in the station set up at Hopkins Academy. 

More than 500 children reported for first aid 
or sudden illness to the school nurse during the 
school year. 

Physical examinations are given to grades 1-4- 
7-11, all transfer students, children referred by 
teachers, and children with known physical de- 
fects. Also boys and girls planning to participate 
in competitive athletics. Total number of children 
examined were 289. Students needing medical at- 
tention were referred to their own physicians and 
to area clinics if not able financially to employ a 
private physician. Total number of children at- 
tending clinics: 


Orthopedic 6 
Cerebral palsy 3 


Very little is done in this area for handicapped 
youngsters whose speech or hearing is impaired. 
Case findings are initially done by the school 
nurse. Consultation service and_ professional 
guidance is readily available from the District 
Health Office. 

All students, grades 1 through 12, were weighed 
and measured. 

Epilepsy is a greater public health problem 
than is generally believed. The actual frequency 
of epilepsy is not known because of the wide 
spread practice of concealment and because of the 
popular belief that their is no effective treatment. 
Successful early control through early and intel- 
lhgent treatment and through preventive measures 
may prevent a life time of dependency or institu- 
tional care. Medical treatment is only part of the 
work to be accomplished if an epileptic child is to 
lead a normal life. It is a real task to see that 
parents as weil as patients have their minds freed 
of misinformation, of unfounded fears, of shame 
or desire for secrecy. An understanding attitude 
on the part of the general public is fundamental 
to the care of the child with convulsive disorders. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed on the 
importance of parent education. It is of interest 


that parental response to these facilities has been 
extremely good. In some cases parents do not 
know what services are provided by the health de- 
partment, clinics and voluntary agencies. There 
are sources which can be tapped to meet almost all 
health problems; through the cooperative team 
work of all concerned—school people, local medi- 
cal and dental societies, official and voluntary 
community agencies. 

We are indeed fortunate in having organiza- 
tions that bring some means of supplying needed 
care to indigent children. The Red Cross has sup- 
plied transportation to the orthopedic clinics. The 
Lions Club has assisted financially in eye exam- 
inations and procuring of glasses. The Legion 
Auxiliary of Hadley has helped with clothes. The 
Salvation Army has paid for dental work of four 
children, and has supplied shoes to four school 
children. 

Considerable time was given to our school 
health program by the school secretary, teachers, 
and parents, for which I wish to express my sin- 
cere appreciation.

To the Board of Health: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1959. 

It is rewarding to advise the citizens of the 
great work being done by the U.S.D.A. Agricul- 
tural Research Services in culling cows, which 
were suspect re-actors, in the past two years of 
blood testing. 

Periodically milk samples are taken by the Fed- 
eral authorities, for milk ring test, and according 
to the report of Dr. E. R. Coon, the State of Mass- 
achusetts, is well cleared of bang disease affected 
COWS. 

The milk industry has undergone a drastic 
change from cooling milk in cans, to cooling in 
bulk cooler tanks, which means a better quality 
milk for the general public. 

Farmers are endeavoring to produce better 
milk with a lower bacteria count, and follow the 
rules sponsored by the University of Mass. to 
keep antibiotics out of the milk.
